The New Orleans Christian Advocate was the conference 
newspaper for Louisiana from 1851 to 1946. Paper copies can be 
found at Millsaps College in Jackson, MS, and microfilm copies can 
be found at Millsaps and at the Louisiana Conference archives at 
Magale Library at Centenary College in Shreveport. 

There are over 4000 issues in the collection. All issues have 
been digitized into PDF files as a project of the Louisiana 
Conference's Commission on Archives & History. It would have 
been good to have made the collection text-searchable, but the 
quality of the microfilm of these old newspapers was too poor to 
yield usable results. Therefore, the search feature and text 
selection tool on FlashPaper will yield no results (it's not 
searchable). 

The issues have been grouped by month and placed online in 
Flash format (which loads quicker than PDF). The files are quite 
large (25+ mb) so broadband access is probably necessary.

The conference newspaper is a valuable historical reference tool for churches researching their 
history because you will find article and letters about Louisiana churches in most of its issues. For 
example, the 3rd page of the June 21, 1851 issue has an article by Rev. A.E. Goodwyn on the 
state of his Mansfield/Pleasant Hill circuit. As you go through the issues, it is possible to find 
dozens or even hundreds of references to churches. It can be intimidating to look through 
thousands of issues, but you can make it easier by figuring out which part of the paper covers 
"local" items (note - this changed several times over the years). If Louisiana Conference material 
is only on page 2 for a span of years, for example, you can just jump from page 2 to page 2 of 
each issue. 


The paper only covered churches from the M.E. Church, South until the 1939 merger. Northern 
M.E. churches - which includes most churches of African-American heritage - were covered by 
another newspaper .. the Southwestern Christian Advocate. |t was published in New Orleans 
from 1877 to 1929. Dillard University does have selected original issues. It also has some issues 
of the Central Christian Advocate. The lack of microfilm copies has prevented us from adding

Nurse’s life a dazzling 
story — ‘we did it all’

Fletcher’s recollection of life as 

a nurse at Jackson County’s first 

hospital in the 1930s is a dazzling 
»Story..of physical and. emotional. 

stamina. 

It is also a story of how we got 
from then until now. A look at 
her career offers a graphic 
insight into the advances made 
by medical researchers the past 
62 years. 

“We did it all. We worked in 
the emergency room. We helped 
deliver babies and everything 
else,’”’ declared the 87-year-old 
Escatawpa resident, whose 
unembellished story of incidents 
ranging from trauma to humor 
demonstrated a remarkable 
memory for details. 

The emergency room stayed 
busy from the day it opened, but 
it sizzled with activity on Friday 
and Saturday nights, she said. 

“They had a lot of shootings 
and cuttings every Saturday’ 
night, a bunch of drunks from up 
around Wade.

The 
infant’s mother was a sister to 
Hugh Fletcher, the man she 
later married. 
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Despite gloom cast over the 
nation by the Great Depression, 
Jackson Countians must have 
had faith in their future. They 
led the state in childbirths 
during the early 1930s. 

“Dr. Carl Eley delivered the 
most babies in the state. He got 
the honors (for delivering the 
most babies).'I don’t remember 
how many babies he delivered,”’ 
said Mrs. Fletcher of Eley, who 
became legendary to this 
county. 

‘‘He was one of the best ones 
for that line (delivering babies),”’ 
she declared. 

In those early days they | 
‘battled typhoid fever and 
pneumonia, especially, as well 
as a host of other diseases. 

A lot of these young nurses 
today have never seen a patient 

have a pneumonia crisis. 


There was humor, too. A grin 
began appearing as she dredged 
up a story about an elderly man 
who was in crisis with 
pneumonia. ‘‘I made some 
eggnog and put one ounce of 
whiskey in it. He said I saved his 
life and he was an old man who 
didn’t drink.”
